Our ſaid Colony, That they had moſt joyfully received the Notice of Our 
happy Acceſſion to the Throne of theſe Kingdoms, and cauſed the Proclama- - 
tion thereof to be iſſued throughout Our ſaid TERRITOKY; WEE have 
thereof thougit fir hereby to ſignify Our Royal Approbarion of the fame, and 
Gracinns Acceptance of your Readinefs.in ner forming what was neceſſary on your 
parts for the Preſervation of the Peace and Quiet of Our iaid COLO RN Y, 

And Whereas you give Us to underſtand that you have taken upon you. the 
preſent Care of the Government until you ſhovld receive Our Orders therein, 
WEE do hereby Authorize and Impower you to Continue in Our Name your 
Care in the Adminiſtration thereof and Preſervaticn of the Peace, until WEE 
ſhall have taken ſuch Reſolutions, and given ſuch LireCtions for the more or- 
derly Settlement of the faid GOVERNMENT as ſhall moſt conduce to Our 


Service and the Security and SatisfaCtion of Our Syubjefts within that Our 
Colony. And ſo WE bid you Fare-well.. | 


Given at Our Court at White-Hall the 12th day A guſt 168 9. 
in the firſt year of Our Reign.
